‘Grand, Sherman, 
Brannan, Andrus, ‘Twiteliell and 
other islands. 1 traveled flone and 
also in company with several county 
Supervisors -6£ attendance;.

On 
heither of the. islands ,did 1. find 
children working. The same is tr 
of the canneries and packing houses 
which 1 visited. The. child Jabor 
Taw of our state is well-known, and 
is well enforced in these places. In 
every school I visited, such ag the 
Bever Union. School, the» Riverside 
School, the Sherman School, the Isle- 
ton Union and the Iselton Mizfatory 
School, I found-full attendance, and 
the. principals of these schools were 
all of the opinion that children. were 
not cutting ‘grass’ but were. attend- 
ing school, as required: by the Educa- 
tion Rights of Children Act and the 
Child -Labor. Law.
